F rom noon yesterday until an early 
hour today m utiny 
roared 
through 
th e 
prison. 
Three 
buildings 
w ere 
burned by the convicts. 
G uards w ere savagely m urdered by 
the blood-thirsty ring 
leader 
w hen 
W arden F. E. C raw ford refused to 
accede to the convicts’ dem ands 
for 
freedom . 
D uring the riot dynam ite, b arrages 
of m achine gun and rifle bullets and 
te a r bom bs failed to 
vanquish 
the 
prisoners.

barricaded them selves since 
yester­ 
day, and found the bodies of seven 
m en. 
The officials said the positions of 
th e bodies indicated th at D annie Dan 
iels, ringleader of the 
m utiny, 
had 
killed six of the men and then com 
m itted suicide. 
T hree guards previously 
reported 
dead w ere found alive, 
settin g 
the 
toll of the riots at 13 deaths.

The 1,200 convicts will have to be 
housed in ten ts until the penitentiary 
can be rebuilt. 
The rioters kidnaped 16 guards from 
th eir posts yesterday. 
They 
killed 
seven, wounded three and turned them 
loose, turned an o th er loose vo lu n tar­ 
ily because he w as a "pretty good old 
plug’’ and tw o escaped while m ilitia­ 
men outside engaged the m utineers. 
The convicts rebelled a fte r th e noon 
m eal yesterday killing G uards E rw in, 
R inker, Brow n and Eeles 
in

The W irk lenin Case Again 


The St. Paul Pioneer Press takes a calm view of (lie Wirk- 
kula case and says the Federal government, as expected, has taken 
the case of Emmet J. White into its own courts. White is the Fed­ 
eral customs patrolman who last June shot and killed Henry Wirk- 
kula near International Falls for failing to stop his automobile at 
command. The state charges second degree murder. 
But it will 
not, as it would in the normal course, try this charge in the state 
courts. Because White was a Federal agent, the state must go into 
Federal court and convince a Federal jury before a Federal judge 
that it rightly holds White guilty of murder. 
The course of his trial next December will be followed with 
an interest equivalent to that aroused in June by the killing of 
Wirkkula. It makes no difference in what court White is iried so 
long as strict justice is done. That should be the solitary wish o f 
the Federal no less than the state authorities. 
In similar cases 
in the past, however, the impression sometimes has been given 
that the weight and prestige of the Federal government was given 
to its accused agents, not so much in the interests of abstract jus­ 
tice as to vindicate the service of which the defendant was a part. 
Such considerations have no place in the trial of White. He 
is entitled to his day in court, as any other accused person, and 
no more.

Invariably afte r a legislative session 
it is necessary to increase the direct 
state levy to secure m oney to m eet 
the appropriations m ade by th e legis 
lature.
